OUR F I S H E R I E S . 


COD FISHHIO FBOM THE RAIL. 
In cod fishing, accordiag to the old skipper, 
"you do not get so much pork for your shil- 
ling." The fishing groimds, as shown by the 
map, are situated at a greater distance. The 
(Jeorges bank, for instance, is due east of 
Cape Cod about 200 miles. It is where the 
tide is strongest, the winds fiercest, and the 
sea the roughest, that the cod and hahbut 
make their homes, and it requires a brave 
heart t o face the cold and other dangers of 
this calling. 
Often dm-ing tho winter t h e 
deck and rigging 
are constantly covered with 
ice. 
Thei-e are two methods of fishing. Fish- 
ing over the rail is shown in the illustration. 
Here each member of the crew tends a single 
line fastened to a peg in the rail called a 
soldier;" this is the customaiy method in 
rough weather. 
WTien the sea moderates 
sufficieutlj- ti-awl fLshing is practiced. Trawls 
are lines which are buoyed so as to float on 
the water aud extend for a quarter mile or 
more out irom the vessel, each vessel 
carry- 
ing about two miles of these trawl lines. At 
every six feet on the travds are fastened 
smaller lines- with bai te<l hooks. 
Small boats 
called dories, containing two men each, go 
out twice a day to follow up the trawl, haul 
in t h e smaller linei;, remove tlie fish a n d re- 
bait the hooks. K a cod is caught he Ls sim- 
ply thro-wai into the boat, while a halibut is 
killed fíist by hitting him on the nose. A 
halibut -will weigh from 25 to 300 pounds, and 
"if a b i g one g o t into the dory alive," s o a 
sailor said, "it would be an open question 
whether he was in charge of the dory or 
whether you was."

BOSTON, March 2.—When Josh Billings 
B&id that "the codfish iz the fruit of the 
oshun, which accoimts for their being so salt," 
it was without doubt the first time it dawneid 
on the minds of many people that the dried 
codfish of commerce was not always thus, 
nor was he always flat and spread out 
like the old-fashioned cross stick kite. A 
Boston Globe artist made some sketches re- 
cently among the fisheries, from which we 
produce our illustrations. 


DBTING FISH. 


AH fish are c u t open, and the entrails re- 
moved before packing on board the vessel. 
When a cargo is obtained of fi om 30,000 to 
50,000 ixjmids of fish, the vessel sails for its 
harbor; here the fresh fish is shipped in re- 
frigerator cars to market, and that intended 
for drying, smoking, or packing in brine is 
turned in to immense warehouses on shore. 
The iUustration presents a scene in one of t h e 
y a r d s where t h e codfish are dried. 
This is 
done b y exposing them o n "flakes" for a d a y 
or 60 in the open air. In case of rain, the 
fish are collected in piles, and covered with 
the odd-shaped boxes shown in the iHustra- 
tion. 
The dried cod is fed into a machine, 
which cuts it into bricks for mcking at the 
rate of 110 poimds a minute. Tlien there are

MÈMIMISCENCES 
OF 
TUBLIC 
MEN, 


BY BEN: PEBIiET POOBE. 


Autumnal gales raged at Washington 
on the 2d and again on the 10th of 
November, 1862, and the rainfall was 
tmprecedented. 
Roofs quivered, win- 
dow shutters were banged to and fro, 
and all but the newest and strongest 
houses vibrated to their foundations. 
The trees were stripped of their leaves, 
and many of them of their branches, 
and pedestrians found it difficult to 
"bide the fury of the pitiless storm. " 
The roads through the red clay of Vir- 
ginia became a series of mud holes, 
through which horses and mules 
floun- 
dered u p to their girths, and there was 
a complete 
embargo on the much- 
talked-of forced movement of the Army 
of the Potomac. 


The Proclamation of Emancipation, 
issued by President Lincoln on the 1st 
of January, 1863, marked an era in the 
history, not only of the war, but of the 
Republic and of the civilized world. 
Three millions of human beings, who 
had been kept in slavery under the pro- 
tection of the Federal 
Government, 
were promised their freedom by the 
Commander-in-chief of the army, as a 
"military necessity," and the pledge 
was gloriously redeemed. 


The day was fair and the walking 
dry, which made it an agreeable task to 
keep u p the Knickerbocker practice of 
calling on officials and lady 
friends. 
The President, members of the Cabinet, 
and 
other 
Government 
functionaries 
received a large 
number of visitors 
diu'ing the day. At 11 o'clock all officers 
of the army in the city assembled at 
the W a r Department, and, headed by 
Adjt. Gen. Thomas and Gen. Halleck, 
proceeded to the WTiite House, where 
they were severally introduced to the 
President. 
The officers of the navy 
assembled at the Navy Department at 
the same time, and, headed by Secre- 
tary Welles ' and Admiral Foote, also 
proceeded to the President's. 
The dis- 
play of general officers, in brilliant 
uniforms, was an imposing. sight, and 
attracted large crowds. 
The Foreign 
Ministers, in accordance with the usual 
custom, also called on the President, 
and at 12 o'clock the doors were opened 
to the jiiiblic, who marched through the 
hall and shook hands with Mr. Lincoln, 
to the music of the Marine Band, for 
two or tliree hours. 
3Irs. Lincoln also 
received ladies in the same parlor with 
the President. 


President Lincoln was a good physi- 
ognomist, and his description of features 
was often graphic. 
On one occasion, 
when several Western Governors were 
in convernation with him, one of them 
asked hini if he rememhered a certain 
m a j o r of t h e 
I l l i n o i s r e g i m e n t . M r . 


Lincoln replied, "he couldn't say that 
he did." The gentleman 
addressing 
him 
then 
tried to jog the executive 
memory a little by mcntioninpc a cir- 
cumstance or two connected with the 
Major's history. 
Finally Mr. I.incoln 
remembered him very well, which fact 
he stated in the following graphic lan- 
guage: 
"Oh, yes, I know who you 
mean. 
It's that turkey-egg-faced fel- 
low that you'd think didn't know as 
much as a last year's bird's nest. " 
This 
was the very indi^idual referred to. 


Addison H. Laflin, of New York 
State, figured in the House in recon- 
struction times as the henchman of 
Senator Conkling, and was then ap- 
pointed naval officer in the New York 
Custom House. 
Soon after he entered 
his 54th year he became apprehensive 
that he would lose his fortune, which 
was considerable, and be reduced to 
want. 
This hallucination increased un- 
til, in September, 1878, he obtained 
possession of a rope, despite the close 
watch kept over him by his family, stole 
noiselessly upstairs to the garret of his 
house, and hanged himself to a rafter, 
where his still warm body was foimd 
by his horrified wife a few moments 
after his absence had been noticed. 


In August, 1866, President Johnson 
started on a long tour, which became 
popularly known as "swinging around 
the circle." 
Secretary Seward accom- 
panied him, with Gen. Grant and Ad- 
mii-al Farragut, but Mr. Johnson was 
the central figure of the party, and he 
never lost an opportunity for making a 
little 8i)eech. 
These 
imj^romptu ha- 
rangues, 
often 
rambling 
and inco- 
herent in style, gave the people no in- 
formation respecting the details of his 
policy. 
Nearly every one contained the 
same generalities of expression, touch- 
inj-r the sacredness of the Constitution 
and the value of the Union, and the 
Pre.sidential determination to stand l)j 
hoMi, the same references to the ])ast 
icford of IMr. .Toliuson, throuf^h which 
one s.-archcfl in vain fdr a light by 


w Inch to inher])ret his recent acts, and 
fh" same iiKxlestv of allusion to "the 
hiuiibl.'individual that now addresses 
you," with which tlie haraiigues of the 
President since his asc^Mision to office 
had made us familiar. 
There was lack 
of lo!;ical clearness in liis arguraents— 
if arguments, by the utmost stretcli of 
courtesy, they could be called—lack of 
coh -rcnce in their 
arrangement and 
lack of the best words to express his 
i<l( as. which made these speeches rather 
])ainful reading. 


IM-esident Johnson's followers became 
known as "the bread and butter bri- 
ga^le." after a declaration by Postmaster 
(renoi-al Randall, in reply to a request 
for tlie appointment of ft Wiaoonein ap- 


he of the postal portfolio, "that no maa 
shall eat the bread and butter of the 
President -wrho does not support his 
policy." 
The expression was a novel 
one for American ears, but the idea 
was not original with Mr. RandaU. 
Dr. Johnson expressed it more gently 
when, on being asked, 
after 
being 
placed on the pension list, why he had 
suddenly ceased his admiration of the 
Stuarts, he replied: 
"Sir, it would not 
be good manners to drink the health of 
King .James in wine that is paid for by 
King George," or, as the doctor after- 
wards said in one of his post-prandial 
discourses at IVfos. Thrale's, when Bos- 
Avell suggested that many officers of the 
crown were against the ministry in its 
course toward the American colonies: 
"Aye, sir, bftt were I Prime Minister, 
if any man wagged his finger against 
me he should be turned out, for that 
which is in the power of the Govern- 
ment to give at pleasure to one or to 
another, should be given to the sup- 
porters of the Government."

In cod fishing, according to tho old skipper, 
7ou do not got so much pork for yourshil- 
ing." The fishing grounds, as shown by the 
nap, are situated at a greater distance. Tho 
eorges bank, for instance, is due east of 
Jape Cod about 200 miles. It is where the 
tide is btrongest, the winds fiercest, aud tho 
sea tho roughest, that the cod and halibut 
make their homos, and it requires a brave 
heart to face the cold and other dancers oj 
this calling. Often during tho winter the 
deck and rigging are constantly covered with 
ice. There are two methods of flshing. Pish- 
ing over the rail is shown in the illustration. 
Here each member o£ the crow tends a single 
hue fastened to a peg in tho rail called a 
soldier;" this is tho customary method in 
rough weather. When tho sea moderates 
sufflciraitly trawl fishing is practiced. Trawls 
a-re lines which are buoyed so as to float on 
tlie water and extend for a quarter mile or 
more out from tbo vessel, each vessel carry- 
ing about two miles of tlieso trawl lines. At 
every six feet on the trawls are fastened 
smaller lines with baited hooks. Small boat? 
called dories, containing two men each, go 
out twice a day to follow up the trawl, haul 
in the smaller linos, remove tJio lish and re- 
bait tho lioolts.

OUR FISHERIES. 


Interesting- Facts iu Regard to 


This Great Industry. 


Map of the Fishing Grounds-How and 


Where Mackerel, Oil and Halibut arc 
Canght-What Becomes of Fish in 


Winter-Packing and Curing. 


BOSTOX, March 2.—When Josh Bflliugs 


said that "tho codflsh iz the fruit of the 
oshun, which accounts for their beingsosalt,' 
it was without doubt the first time it dawned 
on tho minds of mnny people that tho dricc 
codfish of commerce was not always thus, 
nor was he always flat and spread ou1 
like tho old-fashioned cross stick kite. A 
Boston Globe artist made some sketches re- 
cently among tho fisheries, from which we 
produce our illustrations. 


ftBTTNO FISH. 


All flsh are cut open, and tho entrails re- 


moved before packing on board tho vessel. 
When a cargo is obtained of from 30,000 to 
60,000 pounds of fish, tho vessel sails for its 
harbor; hero tho fresh fish is shipped in re- 
frigerator cars to market, and that intended 
for drying, smoking, or packing In brine is 
turned in to immense warehouses ou shore. 
Tho illustration presents a scene in one of tho 
yards where the codfish are dried. This is 
done by exposing them on "flakes" for a day 
or BO in tho open air. In case of rain, the 
flsh are collected in piles, and covered with 
the odd-shaped boxes shown in tho illustra- 
tion. The dried cod is fed into a machine 
**'<* cute it into bricks for packing at tho 
rate ofllO pounds a mimito. TThen there are 
smoke houses where tho halibut and mackerel 
are cured. Some of the packing concerns 
have their own vessels. One posseVs fifteen 
schooners, worth about $10,000 each. Tbo

Autumnal galea raged at "Washington 


on tho 2d iiud again on tho 10 Lh of 
November, 1802, and tho rainfall was 
unprecedented. Roofs quivered, win- 
dow shutters -were banged to and fro, 
and all but tho newest and strongest 
houses vibrated to their foundations. 
The trees wero stripped of their leaves, 
and many of them of their branches, 
and pedestrians found it difficult to 
"bide the fury of tho pitiless storm." 
The roads through the red clay of Vir- 
ginia became a series of.mud holes, 
through which horses and mules floun- 
dered up to their girths, and there was 
•a complete embargo on the much- 
talked-of forced movement of the Army 
of the Potomac. 


The Proclamation of Emancipation, 


issued by President Lincoln on tho 1st 
of January; 1863, marked an era in the 
history, not only of the war, but of the 
Republic and of the civilized world. 
Three millions of human beings, who 
had been kept in slavery under the pro- 
tection of the Federal Government, 
were promised their freedom by tho 
Commander-in-chief of the army, as a 
"military necessity," and the pledge 
was gloriously redeemed. 


The day 'was1 fair and the walking 


dry, which made it an agreeable task to 
keep up the Knickerbocker practice of 
calling on officials and lady friends.

asked him if he remembered a certain 
major of tho 
Illinois regiment. Mr 


Lincoln replied, "ho couldn't say tl 
ho did." The geirtleninn addressing 
him"theu tried to jog the exceutiv 
memory a little by -mentioning a cir 
cunmtance or two connected with tl 
Major's history. .Finally Mr. Linculi 
remembered him very well, which fac 
he stated in tho following graphic Ian 
gtiage: "Oh, yes, T know who you 
mean. It's that turkoy-egg-faced fel 
low that you'd think didn't kuow a. 
much as a last year's bird's nest." Tin. 
was the very individual referred to. 


Addison H. Laflin, of New York 


State, Jlgurad iu tlio House in recon 
atruction times as tho henchman o; 
Senator Conkling, and was then ap 
pointed naval officer in tho New York 
Custom House. 
Soon after he cntcrcr 


his 54th year, ho became apprehensive 
that he> would -lo'se his fortune, which 
was considerable, and bo reduced to 
want.
